These  were  the  years  when  Cathedral  students  also  found 
themselves  in  St.  Patrick's  clubroom  annex  and  the  gym  and  cafeteria  of  the  boys'  school. 

Teaching  Mathematics,  French  and  Latin  to  both  the  girls  and  the  boys  of  Cathedral  during  her  stay  with  us.  Sister  helped 
to  form  the  ideals  of  so  many  young  Cathedralites.  In  1955,  Sister  moved  into  the  new  Cathedral  Girls'  School  with  her  stu- 
dents, and  remained  with  us  until  last  year. 

This  is  our  first  year  without  Sister  at  Cathedral  but  she  is  continuing  her  work  in  education  as  ReHgious  Consultant  for 
Burlington  Separate  Schools.  Wishing  her  every  success  in  her  future  endeavours,  we  humbly  dedicate  the  1968  Orbit  to 
Reverend  Sister  Francis  Therese.

Our  purpose  tonight  is  to  acknowledge  formally  the  com- 
pletion of  our  second  phase  of  education. 

Without  the  words  of  encouragement,  guidance  and 
priceless  knowledge  of  our  parents  and  faculty  this  night 
would  not  be  possible.  It  is  difficult  to  express  the  gratitude 
which  we  owe  these  understanding  men  and  women.  So,  to 
the  parents  and  faculty  we  simply  say,  thank  you. 

The  students  also  deserve  some  credit.  We  have  met 
challenges  of  adjustment  first  of  all  in  the  academic  life.  We 
have  had  to  condition  ourselves  to  the  day  to  day  routine 
of  punctual  attendance,  classes  and  homework  and  this  can 
be  pure  drudgery  for  restless  young  students.  Secondly,  we 
have  met  challenges  ofadjustment  in  the  social  life.  We  have 
learned  to  get  along  with  adults  and  students.  More  impor- 
tant we  have  realized  we  can't  get  along  with  everyone  but 
we  have  learned  to  accept  people  the  way  they  are.  At 
Cathedral  too  we  have  learned  to  adjust  to  sometimes  in- 
adequate facilities  and  do  the  best  we  can  with  them.  Finally, 
we  have  learned  a  lesson  in  life  in  general.  We  have  learned 
to  face  failure  and  what's  more  painful,  to  assess  the  reasons 
for  our  failure. 

Faced  with  these  challenges,  we  all  managed  to  pass, 
some  quite  comfortably,  others  just  scraping  through.  But 
we  must  discard  this  idea  of  producing  the  minimum.  If  we 
are  to  be  a  credit  to  ourselves,  our  school,  our  church  and 
our  community,  we  must  become  accustomed  to  giving  the 
maximum.  There  is  no  room  for  the  mediocre. 

One  of  the  prime  factors  in  producing  our  maximum  is 
self-confidence.  There  is  a  great  distinction  between  self-con- 
fidence and  haughtiness.  Self-confidence  is  based  upon  the 
careful  study  of  our  abilities  as  compared  to  the  abilities 
required  to  perform  a  task.  Self-confidence  enables  us  to  give 
our  best  regardless  of  the  outcome.  We  also  have  the  com- 
forting knowledge  that  we  have  given  our  best.  On  the  other 
hand,  haughtiness  is  a  false  self-confidence  in  which  there 
is  no  consideration  given  to  our  abilities  or  to  the  abUities 
required  by  the  task. 

Faith  in  oneself  is  like  charity.  It  must  start  at  home. 
If  we  don't  have  faith  in  ourselves,  how  can  we  expect  any- 
one else  to? 

No  matter  how  difficult  to  perform  a  task  may  appear, 
keep  in  mind  what  Dr.  Norman  Vincent  Peale,  the  author 
of  the  "Power  of  Positive  Thinking"  said.  "If  you  think 
you  can,  you  can."

This  year's  presentation  of  Becket  has  been  acclaimed  the  finest 
production  in  the  history  of  CHS  Players.  George  Brophy  brought 
to  the  stage  a  very  profound  and  sincere  Thomas  Becket.  Michael 
Lawlor  portrayed  very  capably  a  deeply  human  Henry  H.  The 
roles  of  the  Old  Archbishop  and  the  Pope  were  played  in  a  most 
memorable  way  by  Gus  Hubbard.  A  tridy  vicious  and  intense 
Bishop  Folliot  was  given  by  Peter  Colangelo.
